This meeting of the Kansas Board of Veterinary Examiners (KBVE) was called to order at 7:00 A.M. by Board
President, Dr. Sheila Dodson. The meeting was held by Microsoft Teams. Board Members participating in
addition to Dr. Dodson were Mr. Joe Allen, Drs. Covington, Ekerberg, Flowers, Ritter, and Snyder. Also present
were Dr. Mark Olson, Konrad Coe, Matthew Provencher, Jessica Wrosch, Randy Forbes, Patty Burris, Megan
Kilgore, Mary Berg, and Travis Gratton.

Dr. Dodson welcomed and thanked those in attendance.

Dr. Dodson asked for adoption of the proposed agenda with one correction. The day of week should be
Wednesday instead of Thursday. Dr. Snyder made a motion to adopt the agenda as amended, and Dr. Ritter
seconded the motion. The motion passed on a voice vote with no dissenting votes.

The Board discussed HB 2532 changes from the KVTA and KVMA. Dr. Snyder made a motion to make the
following changes to HB 2532 along with an amendment to increase continuing education clock hours from 8 to
10 per year for registered veterinary technicians on page 10(b), Section 5. Dr. Ritter seconded the motion. The
motion passed on a voice vote with no dissenting votes.

e The “practice of veterinary medicine” include prescribing, dispensing or the administration of..” in the
definitions section on page 2 (k) (1) in Section 1.

e Add “the practice of veterinary medicine” to the end of this sentence. Section 6 page 14 (5)(p).

e Add “after written notice to reasonable attempted to be given to the owner of the owner’s agent at
such person’s last known address”. Strike out the part of the same sentence “by registered of certified
mail, return receipt requested. Section 8 page 14 (a).

e Strike out all locations of the definition and use of “probable cause committee” Section 1 and Section 11
and replace with “the board” in section 11.

e Strike out, “on a companion animal” in section 7, page 14 (e) and (f).

e Strike out, “operating and managing veterinarian” in section 9 and replace it with the original language
in the practice act.

Dr. Olson announced two bills the Board should be familiar with. HB 2605 is a new bill requested for
introduction from the KVMA. It provides funds to veterinary students working in underserved areas in Kansas.
The Board of Pharmacy has introduced HB 2253. The KTRAC system for pharmacists and human professionals
has a recommendation and a bill in place for veterinarians that go to human pharmacies with prescriptions. The
tracking system will be able to track human pharmaceutical uses from animal pharmaceutical uses.

Dr. Snyder made a motion to adjourn the meeting at 8:00am, and Dr. Ritter seconded the motion. The motion
passed on a voice vote with no dissenting votes.
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
